The States, of course, revert
to their original position, each sovereign
within itself. There can be no other just
conclusion. This, then, being our position,
the guestion for sober, thinking, earnest men
is, what shall we do for the future?

I take it fur granted that no man in his
senses would advocate the remaining in =0
many peity sovercignties. We should be
worse than Mexicanized by that process.

What then shall we do?

In“the first place, I would say, let us lock
around aod see il there ia;Ja government l-zdln

uﬁn L has pot yel proved a
m‘eﬁfﬁ inm:ew, and b’u been
ve of bappiness to all itslaw-abiding

people. If such a gevernment can be found,
a government whose first and only objeet is
the geod, the REAL GooD (not fancied good, an
ignis futuus which I fear both our fatbers and
ourselves have too much run safier in this
coantry) of all its people, if such a govern-
ment exists, let vs examine it earefully; if it
bas apparent errors, (as what homan institu-
tion bas not) let us avoid them.

Let us not be
turned aside by its name, nor be lared by
its pretensions. Try it by its works, and
adopt or condemn it by its fruits.

The Form of Government,

Now that we are about to break up the

resent form of government, itis well that
we look to the future, and commence now to
make arrangements for some other form. We
hear it on all sides that the present Federal
system is a total failure—not a failure in it
eelf, fron inherent defects of its own, but the
failare is in the people—the governmest
does not euit the people, or the people do
not enit the government. There is some-
where an “irrepressible conflict” going on
between the governers and the governed.
The system of several Repuoblics, confeder-
ated together under one common head, gov-
erned by a written law, we say, is that which
is generally considered a failure. For we
see, contrary to the spirit and intent of the
Union, a minorfy party—clearly in s mino
rity of at least three-quarters of a million—
has, by the peculiar arrangement for elect-
ing a President, by one rection slone, against
a combined opposition in the other section,
and against a powerful minorily in its own
stronghold.
But if the Federal system i a failure, the
question may well be asked, is not the whole
Republican system a failure? Very maony
wise, thinking men say so. We formed the
Federal Government because the separate
States, it was thought, were not strong
enongh to stand mlone, and because they
were likely to prove disadvantageoas, if not
dangerous, each to the other, in their distinct
orgunization, snd with their varying inter-
ests. When we break vp, will the disadvan-
tages and dangers of separate States be sach
4s 10 require the formation of & new Con-
federacy of those which are, al present, sup-
posed to be homogeneous? If we do furm a
new Confederacy, when the old is gone, it

statesmanlike, to frame it alter the pallern
of the old. New safeguards and guarantees
must necessarily be reqaired, and nooe bata
beedless masine would seek to avoid looking
this matter squarely in the face.

What are thedefects of the present Feder-
al system? Why, the chance of a minorily
being able, by the forms of law, to secure the
Executive, and the differeat interests of dif-
ferent sections urging one or another to at-
tempt supreme control, regardless of equali-
1y, or justice, or comity, and of the writlen
Censtitation. Can a Constitation be a safe-
guard for minorities? Certainly it may be;
but history proves that no Censtitution ever
stood in the way of either real or apparent
majoritirs. 1t is & simple impossibility, when
the passious ol the majority are sironger
than their regard for the right. We might
change the Coustitation for the New Confed-
erucy, £0 as to make the Executive elective
directly by the whole people, and thus avoid
its attainment by a popular minority. But
can the Coastitution be so framed as to pre-
veat a majorily, when it becomes an absolute
mejority, making st will the rule for the mi-
pority? Never.

15 1= true that we might make a Constila-
tion for the fifteen Souatbern States, which
would secure the rights of all, at present,
from barm, or at least, which would require
a dear violation of iz letter. s0 plainly that the
world coald discern it, when unconstitutional
sction was copsummated. But then, ia the
course of yesrs, as men changed, business
changed, labor changed, productions changed,
a violation of the spirdd might ocear, which
would not be clearly a vivlation of the letter,
It may be said that the Coostitution might
provide for its own change, as time changed.
Well, that was the design when our present
Constitution was formed, and still we say it
is & failure. How more carefully could a
apew one be arranged? Men will say that we,
of the South, areone, and that we sball get
along well enough. But they who say it
know neither history nor human bpature.—
When the Union was formed, twelye of the
thirteen States were slavebolding; and if the
Cotton Gin bad not been invented there
would not probably to-day have been an Af-
rican elave in North America.

Bat, how about the State organizations?
This is an important consideration, for
whether we consalt with the other Southern
States or pot, it is certain that each State
must sct for itself,in the first instaoce.
When auy State goes out of the present Fed-
eral Union it then becomes a foregn

power,
-as to all the other States, as well as 1o the

world. Whether it will unite again wilh
any of the States, or stand alone, is for it to
determine. The new Confederacy must then
be made of those States which desire it—
and if Georgia, or any other State, does noi
6nd the proposed terms of Federation
agreeable, she can maintain bher own sepa-
rate form of Governmeat, oF, at least, try it
Well, wbat form of government shall we
pave?

It
required courage, therefore, to say now,
what ean only be comprehended three
mountbs heoce; bat what, for sy useful por-
pose, need to be said promptly. In the ap-
proaching erisis we shall want all the Union
strength in the Republic, and our purpose is,
as far as may bhe, to draw oat, encourage,
and consolidate that sirength. In doing so,
we may temporarily tax the ‘patience’ of
friend= by whose ultimate ‘convictions’ we
are confent to be judged.

“If The Syracuse Jouwrnal had read us attent-
ively, it would bave seen that we objected to
the existing Fugitive Slavée Law becanse it
legislated private citizens into slave-catchers.
But when that journal adds that ‘the people
of the Free Stiates are not to be compelled
to pay for run-away slaves any more than for
run koraes or hogs,” it forgets that the
owners ol glaves claim prot ction in virture
of a provision of the Constitation.  Grant
that it is a distasteful provision. It isnever-
theless as binding as the more congenial
provisions. Nor should we lorget thul when
adopted New York was hersell joterested in
it. Subscquently, we abolished Slavery—
partly in accordance with the spirit which
seeks universal emancipation, and partly be-
cause it was unprofitable. Under a tropical
san, witha soil producing rice, sugar and
cotton, there would, even in New York. bave
been a hard siroggle between humaunity and
the almighty dollar.

The prescot
Fugitive Slave Law is a detestable one. s
vindictive fealures were designed (o insult
and degrade us. Buta proper and eflicient
Fagitive Slave Law is a requirement of the
Copstitution; and we are a8 much bound to
observe and obey such a jJaw as Souath Caroli-
na is to observe and obey any other provision
of the Coustitution.

“God knows that we should rejoice to see
every buman being—all who are created in
the image of their Maker—euntitled, where
their lives or liberty are coucerned, to trial
by jury. But under our present form of
government, with the Conslitulion as our law
and guide, this is impracticable. Ouar fath-
ers found Slavery so deeply seated, and soin-
tricately conuvected with their business, that
they could not form a Union without recog-
nizing and telerating it. As Christians and
Philanthropists, they looked forward to its
ultimate extinction; but only by just meas-
ures and peageable iufluences. Iuheriting
their principles and imboed with their sym-
pathies, we have, in our humble way, labor-
ed to thesame end. Bul always in subordi-
nation Lo the Constitation and laws,

“The duty which the Constitution imposes
in relation to fugitive sluves isa bard one;
but while we digregard ity we have no right
to complain of Slave States for'disregarding
it in other respecta. We have never rofused
to contribute our share toward puorchasing
the freedom of slavis applying for aid. Nor
bave we ever refused charity to pecple of
color, in distress, without inguiring whether
they were fugitives or frec. But we loathe
and detest the whole race of miscreants who
have done more harm.than their necks are
worth, in beguiling domestic slaves from
fumilies traveling and sojourning in Free
States,

“In view of whal is coming, and in the
hope of averting it, we would cheerlully con-
sent to a law which should provide for the
payment of every fugitve rescued [from an
officer by violench,

“Bat we are utterly opposed to The Jour-
nal’s idea of leitting the Cotton States bave
what they want—a slaveholding and ‘slave-
importing Confederacy.’ It is better and
wiser, in our judgment to do our whele duty,
under the Constitution, and held others Lo
their obligations.” ¥

Commenting upon this, the N. Y. Tridune
says:

Whatis here proposed and snggested seems
to be, 1. The maodification of the more odious
features of the present Fagitive Slave Law,
and its vigorous infor¢ément soas to comeas
near to catching every oneas human imper
fection will mllow: 2. The passage of a law
providing for paying for every fugitive res-
cued from an officer; 3. The passage of laws
allowiog Southero familiea trazeliog and so-

keep their slaves; and 4. The passage of a
law for punishing those who beguile such
slaves frem their owners.

Let the eitizens of the Sonth demand a
general Exopus : letno Northern man remain
among us who has not given hostage for
gu-ud bebavior—i. e, let us insist that he
shull bave married a Southern wife, or, at
the very levst. that be owns u migger. To
all who fuil to give these pledges, let the
cry be—Avauyt! Presrol
The Mail comments as follews on the =ag-
gestiona of its correspondent. Thege men
apptar to be preparing the hearts of the pro-
ple for a despotism of the meanest charaeter:
NortHERN MEN—*PrEcarTion-"—We give
to-day the article of “Precauntion.” tho' we
differ with our cérrespondemt, in some re-
spects, very eeriously. It is true, that it is
of the first importarce to oar seciion, to be
freed ifrom every interloper whois opposed
to curisstitutions. *“Precaulion,”’ however,
suggesis tests which we think will be found
to be insufficient; which would in some cuses
allow the guidlty 10 remain, and work great
injustice, in other instances, 10 the tnnccent.
There are Northero-bora men who “own npe-
groes,” whom we wounld net trust inany col-
lision with their native seciion; there are also
Northern-bern men whom we would not
trust, although they may have married
Southern wives. And yet, ihere are other
Nortbern-born men, who peither hold ne-
groes, nor have married Southern wives,
whom we would trust with the institution of
slavery, itself. If a mam came here, from
the North, tem, fifteen or tweaty years ago;
if during that time, he has conducted bim-
selfl as a true and loyal citizen—made hiz
bome among us-parlicipated io ousadversity,
as in our prosperity—reared his family here
—and had in the long years of his residence
no breath of suspicion raived ogaiost him—
we ask ouar correspondent, if such a mm
might not be safely trusled, as u cilizen of
wne South?
No people can prosper who disregard the
requirements of Jushire. It would be @njuatice
to discredit our old Northera -born citizens—
men who have been with us for many years
and who expect to live and die here. True,
some such may not be as auxious as we, who
are *to the mannoer boro,” Tor secession; but
when the great struggle comes, they will be
withns. i mion foed T

This is a delicate gquestion ; but thus much
we are free to suy—and we bave said it often
—that every Norbero-born wan, of guestion-
able creed oa the slavery issue, ought to be
expelled. Bat. we would prefer 1o decide
every i case on is own preuliar merits,
Iuo this way only com jusice be meted out.

But, to trust, the day of Northern migra-
tion Lo the Sonth is passed. Those true men
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At an adjourned meeting of the merchants
and business men of Nasbyille—a large num-
ber being in attendance —held at the court-
house Saturday evening, December 8, the re-
port submitted to the meeting, December 3
was read and adopted by & unanimous vote.

of the road in confusion, producing serious
inconvenicee to shippers and justitying pnb-
lie complaint; subjecting much freight to
damage and loss and the roud to pecuniary
Jliability therefor; and in as moch as said
road, in the absence of river navigation, is
the most direct, if not in the only means open
fo us and many others, by which to druw
supplies from the vally of the Obio river;
and as patrons and stockbolders of said road,
bo'h for public convenience aod our owa
profit, we desire the sam« should be reliably,
eficiently and cconumically operated, to all
the ends and purposes of a railroad; holding
that to deserve public patrooage is the surest
means to permanently command it, and thas
give securily to the value of the capital stock
of the enterprise; and whereas, the presqnt
President and DBoard of Directora of
siid road do claim as a right, the
official power of discrimination in favor
o! freights intend.@ tor distribation South of
and beyond Nashville, over the same descrip-
tion of Ireigbts to Nashville, and bave exer-
cised this claim, Lo the grievous injastice of
Nushville shippers, by chargiog them o much
higher rate thaa is exacted from otbers for
the same descripiion of shipments over the
same distance of road, and we have good rea-
son to believe that this unjust discrimination,
as it bas been heretofore exevcised, will be
renewed whenever the competition ofgriver
unvigntivn sball cease 10 restraio it, hold-
ing that the spirit of the cnterprise and its
main purpose was and is advaontage fairly to
all cone=rned, exclusive advancement to
none; aud recognizing this whole rale of dis-
crimination as & wsurpation unsanctioned of
justice and unwarrasted by the spirit or the
letter of the road’s char'ter; therefore—

HResolved. That us patrons of the Lonisville
and Nashville Railroud, we regret thut du-
ing the pressing necd of the efficient service
of suid road, which bas existed for the past
severnl monthg, it bas fullen short of the ex-
pectations sud demands upoa it, and as stock-
bolders condema the confusiou and irregular-
ity which bave so generally existed in the
transportations and delivery of its freights.

Jlesolved, 1t is the sense ot this mecting that
the Superintendent of freight transportation
is speciully responsible for these abuses, and
we view with disirust and disapprobation ihe
continuance of hiz official conuection with
the road, without a sirict investigation of his
official eonduct by those managing the road
as our representatives

Resolved, 1t is the opinion of this meeting
that both the interest of the roand and tue
convenience of shippers at this point, will Le
better served by allowing the merchants and
shippers of Nasbville a voicein the recom-
mendution ol some suitable and competent
person as freight agent at this depot, since it
would be more pleasant to Nashville shippers
to have their business relations with one
knowing and known to them, and the road
wonld be thereby more strongly commended
to fuvor aud patrooage,

Hlemolved, That peither the charter of the
road aor esenbanded justice affurd any good
reason why those whose laubor and means
have in part built the road, shall be churged
more for the same service of it than is ex-
acled from others who bave in no munger
coniributed toits construction, and whencver
u Nashville shipper sends freight over the
eutire line of the road from Louisville, he is
entitied 1o do so at the lowest price chavrged
others for the same description of shipments
from the same point and over the same dis-
tance of road,

Resolved, That in as mueh as the Presidest
and Board of Directors have, on upplication,
failed to recognize what we decm our rights
a8 shippers, in this respect, we recommend a
refereuce of the matter to the Courts lur ad-

justment, and as the most practicable meaus
